REPORT IS FILED

Coroner Hardin Submits Testi-
mony From Conductor and

Motorman on Fatal Car.
"The bo of thc unknown ‘negro
who was killéd by a Piedmont &

Northern ear near Willlains Ly ¥)
day night, was buriedl Sundag a4
county home, Coroner 1jagiin’
cidrd that no inglest mw' 1
since 1t devdoped that tiis_ L
was asleep on the tracks T he
could not be seen by the motorman
because of a sharp curve In the
rond.

However, the following record in
the case has been filed in the office
of the clark of court:

\lr 0. T. White being sworn sayvs:

“I am motorman oo the Piedmont
& Northern lines, 1 was on car
golng from Greenville, going south
on the night of the 27th of August,
1017, Just south of Willlamston, on

n curve, the car struck a man who
was killed. He was Iying on the
track. It wus on a curve and we got

too close on him to stop before hii-
ting him. We stopoed as quickly
as we could. We had 8 good head-
Eght. The man lived 20 or 35 min-
utes after he was struck. We then
brought him on to Anderson to Tol-
1y's, the undertakers. I hlvw for the
station and road crossing.’

Bays:

“1 am conductor on the Pledmant
& Northern lines, and was on the
car when it struck the unknown dead
man. He lived some 30 or 85 min-
utes, When I saw the negro he was
ly'ig four or five feet from tho track.
I was the first to see him after he
waa gtruck. He never spoke. This
occurred on a curve just south of
Williamston. Where the man wasg
Iying on the track on the curve it was
impossible to stop L1 time to prevent
the accident.”

The coronrer made the following
statement of his conclusions:

“This is to certify that [ was call-
ed to view the ulea:l body of an un-
known man the 28th day of August,
1915, at Tolly’s morgue i the city of
Anderson. After taking all the evi-
dence that I could get I found that he
was struck by a Piedmont & North-
ern car and killed. The dead man
either voluntarily or carslessly lay
down and went to sleep on the car-
track. In my opinion, the cireum-
stances being 2onsidered, no. lving
person was responsible for his death.
This being my opinion I did not deem
an inlluost nemssary “'
